5 ent Has bandmen tooke great paines therein, after them the 


learried Philoſophers,'and othet vviſe men, vvhiche from 
time to time haue obſetued and noted ſuch notable leſſons 
and inſtru tion, as (at this day) are common among men 
in allcountreys. This arte being once knovvne, and the vſe 
ſo neceſſat ie eſteemed, bath cauſed vv iſe men by a kinde of 
| cõmon coſſent, to place Gardes neare vnto cities, royvnes, 
villages, as a ſtote houſe and place, vvherein might be kepte 
as vel al ſuch herbes, as are fit forthe health and preſerua- 
tion of mans body, as alſo all maner of pleaſant floures, and 
deleſtable herbs as ate daily ſought fot, and required of the 
common people. And tllis atte novy, vyhar vvith long ex 
perience, and long contiauance of painefull men, in rying 
and (carching the cõdition and nature of euery groũd, an 
their aptneſſe in beating ſuche ſeede as ſhoulde be ſovven 
therin, is gro wen to ſuch a perfection, that now cuery 
Gardener can tell vv hat groũd is fit for ſuch & ſuch ſeedes, 
how it dufte to be digged, dunged, & caſt orderly into beds, 
and after the ſedes ſovHVen, hovy they ought to be vvatered, 
and vveeded, that thetby the plants in 1 might the 
better proſper and come foryvard. Beſides t dv ecaris 
poyntes, in ordering the ground, in chooſing ſeedes apt for 
euety ſoy le, and in obſeruing the time Sttortorving, th 
have left behind them certaine meanes and vvayes to auoyd 
anddrige avvayal ſuch beaſts, vvormes, flies, vvith the like 
as commonly annoy and hurt the vyyorkemanſhip of Gar. 
deners, yea ſuch cũving vvit and vviſdome is conteyned in 
this arte of gardening, that the vviſe and mighty Emperour 
Diocleſian, 
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uv VT he Spie e od 
Diocleſian,chtoughthe delight and plraſurt᷑ he toke therin 
(as yvriteth Aelius Spattanus) after he had reigned, xviij. 
yeares, left for a ſeaſon the vyhole gouernement & æule of 
the Empire, and forſaking che Court, vvente into a mean 
houſc, hauing a garden adioyning thereto, yy lere he vvi 
his proper hands, both ſov ved, ſet, and vv eod d the heathes 
of his Garden, vvhich kind of life ſo pleaſed him, chat hard- 
ly he vyas intreated to take / pð him again the gouernemẽt 
of the Empire, ſo much did 5 quiet life and beautie of the 
garden pleaſe him. This example may move all othet mea. 
net men to haue the like feliciucand pleaſure in gardening, 
ſeeing ſo noble an Emperoure chole rather to torlake hys 
regallauthoritie & pov ver, and ſtill to continue inthatſtate 
of quietlife, affirming it a far better & happier eſtate to live 
quietly amõg the faire & pleaſunt floures of the garde, than 
to tule, & be daily called on add troubled; vv iti the ſericus 
& yyaighcy. affiyres of the Empire. But heere vvill tay 
my pen, leaſt I ſeeme ouet tedious vnto youre vyorſhip in 
ſo {mall a treatiſe, deſiring your goodneſſe ro pardon my 
bold attempt, and rather to behold the earneſt zeale and at- 
fection of my vvilling mind born tovvardes you, chã to cõ- 
ſider the ſimpleneſſe ot the ſtile, and vvante of eloquence.

ſuch Planets, as moſt aptly ſerue vnto the ſame. V Vhen the ſedes were 
thus orderly ſowen and ſomewhat come vp, then they throughly lear- 
ned that the often weeding and watering of che y ong p lants, did cauſe 
them the wx: comeyp. Andin ſuch places whete the plantes grew 
thicke togither, they by their painefull induRii learned toſette them 
thinner, to the end they might the better increaſe and waxe bigger. And 
beſides theſe, they — labouted, and diligently ſought out al ſuch 
meanes, that might happely expell and deſtroy the moſt kind of vene- 
mous and harmefull — wormet, flyes, and ſuch like, that cõmon- 

] annoy and eat vp the ſeedes and yong plantes comming vp. And as 

eir diligence cares,and trauayles beſtowed in the arte 
of — of all men worthy commendation, ſo 1 vpõ this

ſides, is annexed a right pleaſant Treatiſe, and that profitable, of the 
maruellous gouernment, order, and vſage of the Bees, with the greate 
commodity by hauing them in a Garden,bath of their and waxe, 
and after their hon wy waxe ſo had, to what vſe they may be applied, 
as well in phiſicke for the health of body, as alſo in Surgerie, and this e- 
ſpecially,after the diſtilling of eyther of them, whiche rare ſecrets ſhall 
more at large appeare by the pervſi of the treatiſe, And thys 
haue I ratherioyned to my Booke of Gardeving, for that the honey 
Beecs(after the mind of the auncient Gardeners)be ſo apte a furniture, 
and that profitable in a Garden.

And the moze of theſe pou can find at pour time concurring, 
the better it is, as in god grounde, well dꝛeſſed, in due ſeaſon of 
the peare, in due time of the ones age, in due time of hir place 
in the Zodiacke, in due aſpec of Saturne, wel placed in the ſight 
of heauen. tc. And vnleſſe pour ſtuſte be god, all this pzcuatteth 
not. And beſides that, the common Almanackes vppon particu- 
lar aſpeas incident fo2 the time, do now and then exactly warn 
pon ot times god to plant in, as commonly when the Boone is 
in Taurus. and Aquarius, oz to ſow in, as whe lhe is in Taurus, 
Cancer, Virgo, Libra, and Capricornus, oz when anpe of theſe 
ſignes, are aſcending in the Eaſt angle. And when Mars nep⸗ 
ther regardeth the aſcendft, o2 the Pone,but that he be weekly 
placed in the ſcituation of the heauens foz that time. 

A great manp of other rules as concerning the particular fa⸗ 
nour 02 hinderaunce of the heauens,might(and that neceſlarily) 
haue bene bꝛought in this place, but neither is it in mp purpoſe, 
foz this pꝛeſent, eyther to be long in w2iting oꝛ darke in ſenſe. 

And perchance, the moſt part of the common ſozt of people, 
wyll thinke thoſe thinges ſomewhat aboue their capacitie , yet

A foꝛ that the Roſes be pleaſant oznaments in a Gardi, 
and ſo net ellarie (all the kinds) in medicine, therefoze we 
minde here largely to wzite both of the ſowing and ſetting of 
al the kinds. And no w all the kindes of Roſes map not be lette, 
eyther in fatte 02 clapie grounde noꝛ moiſte oꝛ wette earth, but 
in a fine earth, and dunged with ſtoze of dꝛie rubbiſh, eto be ſet 
in ſhozt llippts, (ot a fote long) and in very ſhozt farrowes. Aud 
to be ſowen in the ſa des, they tome flowlp vp. f 

And dere note, that you may not thinke thoſe to be the ſ@ds 
of the Roſe, which growe in the middle of the floure, in colonre 
like vnto golde, but that the ſ&ds be in that part, whiche reſem- 
dleth the fozme of a ſmall peare,inthe vpper ende of the ſkalke, 
on whiche the leaues of the floure ſticke. And nowe the Sedes 
are then rype to be gathered, when as the grapes (with vs) be 
full ripe, whiche 1 tpeneſſe of them is well known, both by their 
ſuſkiſh and b2zownilh colour, e by their ſoftneiſe in the feeling. 
And further the beds of the Roles, muſt be highe taſte vp, and 
enerpe yeare pꝛuned and tutte aſlope in the tops, whiche you 
ought eſpecially to doc in the moneth of Marche, haumg youre 
ground the in a teadincſſe, and the dap faite.

And at the end ofcuery yeare,newe ſe!te them againe, and 
p2une 02 cut away f ſuperfluous bzanches,at the ſctting of eche 
rote, and digge alſo freſhe earth often aboute them, fo2 in that 
they lope, And the Roſes wil ſmell the (water,if they be gathe⸗ 
red in fayʒe and dꝛie dates, And to haue your Rofes ſoner (han 
any other, and pleaſanter of (mel, mike little gutters ts hand 
bzedth from the rotes, and powze warme water mozning and 
encning, into the gutters , whiche ſo thzoughe the heate doeth 
— ly comtoꝛte the plants, and maketh them growe the fa- 

er. 

Alſo Didimus wziteth, that if pou ſet Gar like heates here t 
there among pour Roſes , they will imell farre pleaſcunter, 
thꝛoughe the continuall heate ſent from them. And here note, 
that the maner of the watering aboneſaid onght not to be dons 
befoze h cups, oz rery pong buds appeare, i then (daily after) to 
water vnto the gathering. 

And to haue beſides Roſes euerye Poneth , pou muſte then 
(as Didimus wziteth)newe plant, dung and water them olten 
euerpe moueth. But to haue Roſes mont hly, cannot be pollible, 
nepther in oure Countrey of Englande, noz in any other coun- 
trep, lying vnder the Nozth, ſo well as in the temperate and 
warme Countries.

d firſte the Gilyflaure foz his ſwrtenelle and beautie, 
Wis named of the Frenchmen, the little eie, and of the Ita⸗ 
tans Garyophilon , fo2 that it giueth a te ſmell and ſa⸗ 
uour, like to the ſpice named Cloues. And nowe the ſerdes of 
the Gilydoure be ſeldome ſowne, but at the beginning of the 
Spꝛing, and Harueſt, you may bzeake off ſlips [rom the rote, 
and ſette them agame, being wzithed at the ende, in a halle 
tubbe oꝛ potte, the earth therein made fat with rotten dung, 
and when the froſtes oppꝛeſſe and nippe them in the Winter 
time, then may then be remoued and ſet vnder ſome ceuert, in 
places ſafe from the bitter tolde. And in faire dayes when as 
the Sunne tineth warme, then ſette the potte oꝛ halfe tubbe 
a bꝛoad, that the plants map ſo be comfozted with the warines 
nelſe of the ayꝛe. And you may ſometimes ſuffer the plants to 
be moyſtned a little with a gentle raine. And after thoſe plan- 
tes ſette in the beddes, doe ſpꝛeade in the Sommer into ſmall 
bꝛaunches, then do the Gardners ſlip them off from the grea⸗ 
ter ſtalkes, about the fete of them, befoze the cuppes at the 
toppcs (where the floures appeare) be ſpꝛung out. And after 
this manner, pou map dzeſſe and ſette out a whole bedde with 
a few plants if you wil. And there be ſome which take Cloues 
and bzuſe them, lapping them aboute the ſkalkes, neare to 
the rotes, and ſome make holes thozonghe with a bodkin, 
that the floures after ſpꝛung vppe maye ſanoure of them, 
And there be others which w2ite, that bythe often cemouing 
and ſetting of the plante, the floures ſpꝛeade the bꝛoader and 
pleaſaunter to the eye. And Cardanus wꝛiteth, that you mape 
haue Gilyfloures (in a manner) vnto Halowentide , if ſcra⸗ 
ping of the vpper rinde of the plantes, pon ſo ſet them againe 
with the rotes in hoꝛſedung, which ſo cauſeth them to bears 
fapꝛe floures in the Winter , ſo that pou keepe them from the 


colde apze.

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And certaine newe p2zactitioners wzite,that you may make 
one ſtalke to b;ing fozth floures of many coloures, if you take 
the ſ&des ol eucrp coloure of the Gilyfloure, and putte them 
al togither into a thinne ſmall rede o; Terdill of a ſhepe 83 
goate,o2 elſe tyed vppe in a thinne woꝛne linnen cloth, ſetting 
the ſame in the earth well mixed with dung: whiche after 
the watering will cauſe the plante to come vppe, bea ing 
the like number of coloares in one ſtalke, as there were (@ds 
ſowen. And there be ſome which wꝛite, that if you myre the 
15aſfil ſedes with the Gilyfloure ſedes , and vſe them (as a- 
boue ſaide)that they will ſpzing togither on one ſtalke , And 


the leaues of the floures,putte into a glaſſe of Uineger, and 


ſette in the Dunne foz tertaine dayes , doe make a pleaſaunt

A Nd fi: lf the Strawberic is actompted among thoſe herbes 
which growe inthe fieldes of the awne accoꝛde. And p ber - 
ries be much eaten at all mens tables in the Sommer, foꝛ the 
pleaſauntneſſe of them, whiche fo2 a moze delighte in eating, 
they dzefſc with wine and Suger. And as touching the rehear- 
ſall of the foʒme of this hearb, needeth not, ſeeing the ſame is 
wellknowen vnto all perſons. Andnowe it aptly groweth in 
ſhadowie places, and rather groweth vnder the ſhadowe of o⸗ 
ther hearbes,than by growing alone. And pet the plants ſet in 
Gardens, will arowe vnto the bigneſſe of the Pulberrie, if 
the earth befoze in the beddes be well d2effed and trimmed , x

And the hearbe with the 
r the plucking vp, mulk be lapde togither on a 
the ſpacc of two oz thze& dapes, that the ſedes map 
vnto their full ripeneſſe. And when time ſo ſerueth, 
mape you rub the ſerdes fozth on a linnen cloth, foʒ other» 
you can not aptly come by them. And the ſeedes thus had, 
ay wel be kept foz two peares, And the Bugloſſe, whyche 
the Romaines name the Dre tong, and with vs Langdeberfe, 
hath the like oꝛder in ſowing and vling of the ſcedes, which the 
Boꝛage haty. And pet ſome wꝛite, it iopeth to be ſowen in an 
open and ſannie place, and that the earth be well laboured 
and dꝛeſſed befoze, fo2 ſo it pꝛoſpereth the better.

A Hb firſte the Wozmewod, is anhearbe ſo well knowen 
"ViIthzoughout England, 5 it nedeth the ſmaller inſtruaid of 
the fozme of it: yet be there th2& kindes of the woꝛme wod de⸗ 
ſcribed both of Plinie ¶ Dioſcorides, And the firſt is p Romane 
wozmwod, which alſs of the countrey is named Ponticke, in 
which the belt groweth, and the leaues of the ſame the antiet 
Phiſitions miniſter in figs to childze, to abate the bitterneſſe. 
And the ſecond is the ſea woꝛmewod, which alſo is named Sc- 
phinum, the ſedes of which the Phiſitions appoint to the kil- 
ling of woꝛmes in the body, c of this they name them (at this 
day) the ſeedes againſt wozmes, o woꝛmeſæde.

Nd ſirſt the Leekcs ought be ſowen in a battle ground, and 
Adzpecialle ina plaine lowe place, as wziteth P. uladius, and 
that the bedves be leue!!, highj caſte vp, wel laboured, and 
deriy dunged. And h vnſct Leekes,after two moneths ſowing 
ought to be cut as they growe , fo2 that as Columella wzp- 
teth, they ware the bigger, and continue the longer. And the 
better alſo they will pꝛoſper, if after euere remouing and ſet⸗ 
ting againe, the blades be cut. and how often they be cut, ſo of- 
ten to be euen watercd and dunged. And this alſo learne, that 
the bigger the he ades growe,fo muche the further diſtant, as 
commenty four fingers aſunder thep onght to be ſet, and after 
the growing the blades,thento be cut. Alſo the often watering 
dunging, plucking vp of the werdes, growing neare to them, 
and the aftcn remouing. do greatly further thcir increaſe. And 
when you minde to haue the heades of the Le{ics grow big, 
then befo2e the ſetting againe, cut awvaye all the ſmall hearie 
rotes, and vnder the heades lap epther pot ſhardes, oz Dplter 
ſhelles. bet werne the heades and the carth, and aſter coner ich 
head ſo oꝛdered with earth, and by that meanes the heads will 
grow the bigger, ſo that vou do not then water them, aſter 
minde (ot the Greeke) Sotion. And Palladius w2iteth the | 
on this wiſe, that whe the Leekes be grown a finger bigneſſe,, 

and that the blades be halfe cutte awape, that then yt ſet the 
heades agavne, in newe and ſoft Cow dung foure fingers a⸗ 
funder, eche from other. And when the Leckes have gotten 
ſome ffrength of rote in the Earthe, then wyth poure 
fozked dibble, put vnder the heave, loſe it ſo in the earthe, 
that the heade maye ſo ſteme to hang in the Earth, and the 
heade by that meanes finding ſache large emptineſſe vnder 
it, wyll after growe out, and fyll that empt ineſſe. | 
A um further. it pon deſire onely to hane onſet Leekes, then 

ſow your ſerdes the thicker _—_— - inthe 8 
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then ſow your ſeedes the thinner, and dayly in a manner werde 
them, ans feede them with ſoft cow dung. And the ſeedes allo 
map be ſowen, in the moneths of Parch, Apꝛil, Mapc, and all 
June: But remoued and (ct againe after the minde of Palladi- 
us, in the moneth of July, Auguſt, September, and October, 
will well ſerue the moneths of March, and Apꝛill following, 
being as aboueſapde new dunged in the ſetting, and watered. 
And dsth the Greeke Sotion, Columella, & Palladius do waite, 
that if many ſe des of the Lerkes be tyed vp togither, and ſone 
after watered, then wil al the ſeeds in an beape togither, grow 
vp into one matuellous bigge Lake righte wonderous to be- 
holde.

fapde Palladius. Columella watterh, that the heade of u Letze 
bozed with the pointe of a wodden pꝛicke 02 ſtrffe Reede, oz 
elſe by any other meanes a hole opened without pꝛon, and put; 
ting into the ſame hoale a gourde ſerde, in the ſteade of 
Rape leede taug gt afoꝛe, and oꝛdering of the Leeke (as aboue⸗ 
ſapde) will aſterwarde grow into a marvellous bigneſſe. And 
there is pet another wape taughte of certaine others, whiche 
will that ſo many ſeedes be put into a thinne Reeve, as a man 
map aptly take vp with thꝛer of his fingers,and that ſet oꝛder⸗ 
ly into the ground.

ſtrong bꝛeath and ſmell of the eatyng of Lakes; chawe then 
Cummine in the mouth, and the ſame woll taze away the ſtrõg 
ſmell, although pou had eaten a large handcfull of the Likes 
at one time. And Petrus Creſcentius witeth , that the ſcedes 
of the Leekesponred into wine, doe not ſuffer the wine alter 
to ſowet, but that the vinegre they reſtoze vnto the naturall 
taſte and ſmel ol wine, taking away by that meanes all the 


tartneſſe and ſharpenefle thereof. And Nero Cæſar, ſo greatly 
coumtendeth vnſet Leekes , that eating of them cuerye dape 


with oyle,ſhall after cauſe a cleare voyce to ſing, evther pꝛi⸗ 
ately oxpublikely.. Andlaffe, this by experience is founde, 
that the Leekecommeth vp, alter p eightrene daye ſowing, x 
groweth vnto two peres end, and after that falleth ta ſeeding, 
and ſg dveth. :

The Leeke of the Garden/dzycthin the ſecond degree; and hea⸗ 
teth in the third,and the ſeedes may wet be kept thzee veareg. Ind 
now the Leckeb2uſed and anxed with ſalts, and that layde on ruylt 
puſhes, doth heale them. and the Leekebzought to pouder,and tem 
pered with the DvieofRoſes, and Uinegre, and dꝛopped into the 
eares doth put a waye the papucs ot᷑ them. and the ſelfe ſame taken, 
doth heip the toothache, ond yet the Garden Lee ke by often eating, 
doth har me both to the lkoinacke and eres. and much more the 
Leeke.Foz the eating of the Leeke doth fill the body with winde, 
therkoge it ought twice to be ſodden in water, be loꝛe the cating with 
meate, in that rhe malice of it is qualifped. Ind the Lecke allo dꝛa⸗ 
weth downe the termes cauſeth vine, and pzocurcth a ſuperfluou 
heate. and the iurce of the Leeke dzunke with womans mitke, do 
heipe an olde cough,and the bliſters of the jungs, And p ſame dzunÞ, 
doth bel the ſpitting of bloud. And foz the caſting oz vomiting vp oc 
olde bzulcd btoud;take two dꝛams ofthetuvce ofthe Leeke, with p 
like quantitie ofthe fine pouder of the gauic,audthe Olibanum;unx- 
ing them togither, which alter dzinke, and it doth greatiy heipe. and 
the ſame mixture applyed to the Roſethils, doth Nap the bleeding 
at the nole. and eating ofthe Lecke raw. doth cauſe vomiting and is 
contagious, vet the ſame putteth awave dzunke nne ſſe it it be eaten 
rawe, and a playſter made of the Leeke with hony, and that lavd e on 
heoden oz ſpapled members, doth both aſſuage the Lee con⸗ 

me the ciotted bioud. and againſt the paynes of the hiyz dzinde þ 
tuyee of the Leckc,and it wil caſc the lame: and the turte doth eſpe= 
cially heate ſuch wounds which be cold and putrified, if the fame be 
poured into woundes,and eateth away rotten fleſhe of the * 
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and the (uyce mixed with the rootcs of white Lilties, aud annoynted 
on the hips, doth put away rhe payne of them. Ind the often eating 
of the Lecke doth cauſe headach bur dene th the tomack, cauſcth the 
ther ie, and inflameth the blond. and the iupce mixed with lait, and p 
laydeon the freſh woundes, doth vnriofe them. and the caring of the 
Lceke,pzocureth the deſire to the veneriatiact , and the tuyce of the 
Leeke dzunhe in wane, doth heipe an old cough, and the dzopſic. And 
againſt the mightic payncs of the heade,take two parts of rhe tuxte. 
with a third part ot honny. that dzop eythcr into the noſcthulles, 03 
cares, and it will greatiy heip.and the vnſet Leekes ſodden in good 
wlite wine, with May Butter, and that 1ayde playſterwyſe on the 
betty, ſo hot as the patient may uell abyde it, and at the cooling of þ 
apply another hot playſter, and this do the third 6 fourth tune togi⸗ 
ther, ik neede Hai ſorequire, whych without doubt wil greatiye caſe 
tFe collicke . and the water of thc rootes diſtylled in zune. dzunke 
enozning and euening, vnto the quanti:ve of two ounces at a tyme, 
doth greatly heipe ſuch which ſpyt bloud, and helpeth barraine wo⸗ 
men by often dunking therof, and the water flayeth the great bice⸗

¶ Ofthe ordering, care and ſecretes of the Garden 
| Onion. Cap. liiij. 


Ar firſt the Onion thzough tbe bigneſle of the heade, and 
Anumder of the cartilages, with the which the bodye is in- 
cluded, was of the auntient huſbandmen ſo named. And nowe 
as touching the condition of the ground, and maner of ſowing 
the ſeedes. you ſhal vnderand that the ſame ought to be done, 
in a fatte ground, labourouſly digged vp,dunged and watered, 
and the earth alſoneare red, as wziteth the Greke Sotion. Al 
lo the ground where pou minde to ſowe your ſ&des, ought to 
be calt vp, and to lye open al the winter thꝛougb, that it may 
fobe nipped and bytten of the froſtes, and the werdes killed, 
and after that to be dunged, and that erth caſt lenel into beds, 
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in which doing, pluck vp and caſt away all manner of weedes, 
androtes,that poufinde. And when you bane thus handled e 
o2dered pour earth; then in the moneth of Marche, in a calme 
and fapze dape, the winde then blowing out of the South, o3 
Eaſt, ſowe oꝛderiye pour ſædes, with herbe Sauerpe among 
them,foz ſo they polper the better, as miteth Plinuc And 
when they come vp, you muſt diligen lye werde them foꝛ thꝛe 
02 foure dayes togither, and as Pallacius willeth, your beddes 
ought to de thice digged vp finelp,and plaine raked ouer, be⸗ 
ſoʒe the ſowing of the ſerdes. And now alter the pong plantes 
be ſpꝛong vp, and that you would haue pour Onions to grow 
bigge in the heades, and not to beare ſerdes, then muſte yon 
bzeakeof the græne blades, that the tuyce mareſo goe to the 
rotes,oz elſe bzeake ot᷑, and cut away both the blades and (mal 
hearierotes,befoze the ſetting againe in the earth, fo2 ſo they 
will growe the bigger in the heades, as wziteth the Greeke 
Sotion; And this learne, that the ſædes ſowen in the waine of 
the Man, come vp bothfnailer, and ſowzer, but thoſe ſœdes 
—— Pane, ſpꝛing vp the bigger and 
LIT 
Aw this alſo is not to be onerpaſſed,that in all the kinds of 
the Onions, the longer in faſhion is ſowzer than the rounde : 
and the reddiſh ſowzer than the white : and the d2ye, than the 
griene:and raw than the ſodden : and the freche, than that ſea⸗ 
ſonod with (alt,oz ſodven. And farre bigger will the heads be, 
ik after their remouing,they be (et againe into beds, lying open 
fo; twentye dayes befoze, and that well turned in with dung, 
and ſo long dzyed vntill the mopſture be almoſte ſpente, after 
the minde of the learned Sotion. And ſome plucke of the vpper 
ſkinne,leaningthem bare, and ſo ſet them againe in the earth. 
And thus ſetting again they ought tobe placed a hand bꝛedth, 
dʒ ſomewhat moze aſunder , that thep may the better pꝛoſper. 
And tholke whiche pon minde to eate befoze the full ripencfle, 
ought to de let in beddes where Cucumbers , oꝛ gourdes and 
Pclons do. And in their growing to be often digged aboute, 


watrev bt w@ved bo in wer proſper the beter, a6 tt 
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Palladius . And when they be growen and ſhot vp into high 
ſtems, then muſt their weake bodies be ſtayed vp with {mall 
pꝛoppes, leaſte their lang ſmall neckes, vente muche downe- 
warde with the blaſte of windes, and the heades alſo oſten 
knocking 02 beating togither thzough blowing of the winds, 
Moulde ſo ſhake fozthe and leſe muc he ſeeds, And the time 
alſo of gathering the heades, as Columel la and Palladias, 
teach, is when the ſeedes appeare blacke of calour. And fur⸗ 
ther Sotion the Greeke wziteth, that the Onions will laſte a 
long time, it that befoze their laying oꝛ banging vp, they bez 
layde oz put foꝛ a ſeaſon in warme water, oz elſe as Plinic 
willeth, ts be infuſed in warme and ſaltie water foz.a.ſeaſon, 
and after laide to dzie in the Sun vntilthey be thzough dye, 
and after couered with Barley ſtraw : and in ſuche wile they 
ought to be layde in the ſtrawe, that the one touche not the o⸗ 
ther. And ſome hang them in the ſmoke, and Chimney, neare 
to the heate of the fire, and do likewiſe continue along tyme. 
And to make Onions growe of a marmellous bigneſſe in the 
beades, cloſe to the ſerdes of them, with the ſendes af-Þ gourd 
in the beſt dung, and mixe the earth diligently with them in p 
putting into the earth. And pou map cauſe them alſo tot 
of the ſame bigneſſe, ik that rayſing vp the earth about them, 
pou doe loſe the earthe hollowe vnder the heades as befoze is 
taught ofthe oꝛdering ot the Leekes. Alſa vou mape cauſe the 
like hoavcs, it bozing certaine holes you put into them of the 
ſeedes of the Gourd, ſetting them ſo into the earth, And there 
be alſo huſbandmen, which wil the ſerdes of the Onions to be 
then gathered, when as the ptllings of the heade be halfe zie, 
and that they de after thzoughly dziedinthe Sunne. And here 
learne, that certain antient waiters/as Plinie and others) will 
that both the-onions and Garithe ſhoulde be ſawen neare to 
ſweete ſmelling floures,to tauſe them lauour and (mel þ (wes 
ter. And thoſe Onions which you minde to plucke vp, to keepe 
a long time, ought to be done in the wayning oz decreaſe of þ 
Mane. And further learne that Palladius willeth the yong O; 
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bath ſowen in the ſpzing, and arueſt. And pet many auntient 
hulbandmen will the ſeedes to be ſowen in the monethes of 
December, Januarie, Febzuarie, and March. Alio to be ſown 
either alone, oz in beds with other herbes, aud aller they bes 
ſomewhat come vp, then to be romonedand thinner (ct, as a 
ſpan alunder. And if the earth in the ſame pearr, thail not ber 
dunged, tden in the ſowing time following, it ought to be dun⸗ 
ged:foz the better increaſe; and pletiful'er growing. And thoſe 
Onions be counted better, which be ſet in the moneth of Au⸗ 
gut foʒ that in the yeare following, they may ſo ſende fozthe 
their ſeedes. But thole Onions be counted wozler whiche bee 
ſetgreene inthe L ent tune. 

And to conclude. thoſe Dnions be thonght to kepte the bet⸗ 
ter and longer time, which be gathered and plucked vp in the 
increaſe of the one, and being then a calme and cleare daye, 


and aſter layde to daye, in a ſhadowie place. And thc ſ&des 


map well be kept toz one whole yeare.

And therefoze pou ſhall 
make ſand2pe little furrowes in poure beddes like to ſuche

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And in the higher places alla ſet-pour Clones (plucked of from 
the heades) foure fingers aſunder, and not deper than the mids 
dle iaynte, that they may the better come vp, And when ther 
leaues are ſpꝛong vp. then werde aboute them: foz the oftner 
you do thus wede them. the vigger they will ware in y heads. 
And if you wlilhaue them vig in the heaves, then treave them 
flat downe, after the faſtningand tying togithex ot the gręne 
blades: which.ycumult do, wen as the blades be ſomewhat. 
come bp,andnot growen vnto a ſtalke, that ſa the iuyce maye 
returne to the heades. And Patlacus willeth, the Garlike to 
be ſowen either in Januarte,o2-Nonember, in a white ground 
wel digged andlabonced, but not dunged, and ina warme day, 
and that the earth be then indifferent d2ye:fo2 by that meanes, 
will the ſerdes p2oſper the better and come fo2zwarde. And pet 
Plinie wziteth, that the ſædes ſowen do flowlp come vp: foz 
that inthe firſfe yeares growth , they be no bigger than the 
Leekes in the heades. And in the ſecand peare, they come diui⸗ 
ded, bat in the thirde peare the hoades be growen vnto perfite 
bigneſſe, Andfurther(there be certame others) whiche wpil: 
that the ſerdes of the Garlike be fowen in the monethes of 
Septembcr, Dcober, Febzuarie, March and in hotcountrics 
in the moneth of December. And Palladuus vmiteth that it any 
happen to be leſt in the earth, when they be ripe then thoſe re- 
mayning do after renue both in the rates and leaues, 4 ſende 
fozth their ſerdes in the peare following, whiche may be ſowen 
and bꝛing foꝛth the Garlike. And beſtts Palladius willeth, that 
when the Clones be thus ſet on theridges of the beddes , in a 
white earthe, well labourrd and dzeſſed without dung, and 
that they be ſhatte vp in ſtemmes, which beare the ſcedes, the 
at thepꝛ appear aunte of thoſe ſtemmes, to treade the blades 
flat to the cart, kping them downe, that the blades ſhote 
not into an heigth, whic he by the olten treading of th? do wne 
wil cauletheſnxeetoretuns dato the Clones „ and make ſo 
mightp a head.

And now 
this Garlike,doth Columella will, to be ſette on the ridges of 
the beds, like to the fozmer Garlike, and that out of one head, 
manye Cloucs to be bzoken off, whiche onght to be done in a 
fapze and calme dap, in a white earth well digged vp « d2efſed, 
without any dung, about the Calenvs of Deober t Nouem- 
ber. And to make the heades of this Garlike to growe bygge, 
then oꝛder the Garlike blades to come vp, like as was taught 
of the other Garlike.And in the ſetting alſo of the Clones, re- 
member to plante them, not onely foure fingers aſunder,but a 
finger deepe, and to rake the earth often ouer them in the gro⸗ 
wyng vppe, whereby the iuyte mape runne to the rote, and 
cauſe them ware the bigger inthe heades .

days brefoze, eyther in Sauaine oylefas Palladius waiteth)oz 
in the iuyte of the herb named Culex. And the like maye bee 
cauſed, if that the firſt ſtalne ſyꝛong vp, be ſo digged aboute, 
5 that the head of the ſame may appeare, and as it alwapes 
groweth vp, lo to be digged bare of the earth, and this do the 
third time, if neede ſhalt ſo require. And this alſo do, that ag 
the bzanches ſpꝛing foꝛth, and runne a long on the earth, the 
like cutte away of them, pꝛeſetuing alwaves the pzincipall, 
and this will ſo cauſe them to bꝛing foꝛth Gourdes withoute 
ſedes, hauing onely but a'ſoft pulpe within, And to haue 
eyther timely Gourds oꝛ Cucumbers, then at the beginning 
of the ſpꝛing put fine liftedearth, epthet into an old baſket oz 
depe earth? pan, and p ſame well mired with dung,ſpzinckle 
o: moyſten alittle with water, and after ſet the ſame abzode 
in warme and ſunny dayes, and in afnall raine, but at thr 
ſetting of the ſunne, let the ſame agayne vnder ſome couert, 
and this often do, in watring it in the meane Whiles vntill al 
the froſtes t cold ſeaſon be paſt. And after that when a tapꝛe 
day cameth, then ſet the whole pan oz baſket vnto the bim 
in the sarth wel dꝛeſſed x trimmed, coutring #raking p earth 
ouer and abonte it, and after-ozdering the ſame Nos koze is 
taught) vou ſhal ſo hatte Þ timely kruites,either of the Goard, 
o Cutumber. And þ fame alſo vou may the fonet pꝛoture, t 
with leſſer trauaile t paines, it᷑ that you cut off the ranke and 
ſuper nous totes, either of the Gourds oꝛ Cucumhers, fo; 
by that meanes wil they ſperdilier ſende foꝛthe their fraites. 
And to make diuers fo2mes like to bitdes oꝛ beafts, ſundz 
perfitletters(of the Romain faſhion)on your Gonrds,02.C| 
cũbers, then take the yong kruite of either, as the nine gr | 


weth on the bzanches, inclofing it into a mold of the like big⸗ 

nelle to the fruite, in the whiche ler be tmp2inted; dærpe oz ho⸗ 
low, in h̊ foꝛme that you deũre to haue after on your Gourd 
s2 Cucumber, andthe like ſhaft then appeare whe ag h fruit 
is come to his ful growth4 bignelle. But further of this may

cluſions, where J wzite moꝛe at large, both of the ſame; x the 


compoſitions of ſundꝛy ſtrange fo2mes of apples, and other il 
fruites, with other pleaſant (and that right maruellovs)mat- Mi 
tets to reade x heare. And nom to tome vatoour fozmer mat- 1 | 
ter in theſe:if that you deſire to haue long and ſmall Gonrds, 1 


then take a long Cane boared thꝛoug h, oꝛ a hollow pipe, into „ 
which put þ very vong Gourd,+ let the ſame ſo hang, which 9 
after wil ſtretch out all the length of the hollow pipe, fo2 that | 
the matter which ſhuld runne into a bꝛeadth, is by d meanes 
ſent into a length. And Pli: ie w2iteth, that he ſaw a Gourde 
of.ir.fote long. And a like cocluſion of making the Gourdes 
of ſuch a leath,may be done; if that you ſet vnder the Gourds 
a pan 02 bole of water, a handb2eadth oꝛ omewhat moꝛe c- 
neath the ends hãging downe, which in p next day folowing, 
you ſhall find ffretched out to the water, and thus ſetting the 
veſſell deeper,they wil ſhote out loger. And on this wiſe, veu 
may make the ſhote out of a maruellous legth, without any 
other crafte, oꝛ pꝛactiſe of the like, But if ysu take away the 
vellell of water, then da they after bend, and turne vpwarde, 
ſo much do the Gourds toy in the moyſture, and other wiſe re⸗ 
fuſe the dꝛyeth. And Plinie wꝛiteth, that the Gourdes doe ſa 
mightely hate the oyle, that ſetting a bole oz other veſſellof 
the ſame vnder them, in the lyke ſoꝛte as you dyd the wa- 
ter, wyll in the nexte mozrowe, be turned oꝛ bended ano- 
ther way, And \f not turned on this wiſe, then will they bee 
bended, as diſdeyning the oyle, into the faſhion of a hoke, 
whyche you ſhall manyfeftly trye in the ſpace of one nighte, 
And here learne , that both Columella, and Florentinus 
gyue ſpeciall warning, that no ſuche perſon hauing then the 
monethlp courſe, doe handle oz come nere, eyther to the 
Gourd noz Cucumber as they growe, fo2 by the handling oz 
app2oching neere to them, they ſane after wither and dye. 
And if ſuche alſo being in the like caſe doth then but loke on 
them, they eyther kil the vong ones with their loke, o2 cauſe 
them to growe vnplealant, oz elſe cozrupted and withercd, 
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And thoſe Gourdes which you minde to ker pe foꝛ ſœdes, lette 
them be hanged vp with their ſtemmes oz Kalkes vnto win- 
tet time, and dzyedas they hang, eyther in the heate of the 
Sunne, oꝛ in the ſinoke (as Palladius wꝛiteth) foz that other- 

wilc the ſeedes will putriſie, and ſecue after to no vie. And 
it vou minde to keepe the freſhe and greene Cucumbers and 
Gourdes a long time, then hang them wum a hogs heade, 

o2 other velſel of white wine lees, not pet turned and ſowze, 
in ſuche ſo2t,that they be wholly couered with les. 

And in the like condition and manner, you maye pꝛeſerue 
thema long time, il that vou lave them into a bʒine pꝛepared 
fo2 the onely purpoſe. Allo the Gourdes and Cucumbers be 
the like pzeſerucd foꝛ a long time, if that they be hãged high, 
u a pype hauing vineger in it, oz at the leaſt ſo high, that they 
touch not the vineger in no wiſe . And the vellell beſides ſer⸗ 
uing to this vſe, ought to be well pitched about, that the vine- 
ger bzeathenot fozth, in that the vineger is ſo penetrable, 
thoꝛoughe the thinneſle of the partes. And the Gourdes and 
Cucumbers mape beſte bekepte. freſh and fapze all thepere 
thoꝛough without putrifping , if that vou put them into the 
diſtilled water of vinegre. Which wil not after ſnffer them to 
p trifye, but maintaine their freſh eſtate, as hathoften beene 

trped, ot the ſkilfnl pza&iſioners. And beſides theſe, if that you 
cut of pong ones, whiles they be pet tender, and ſcalde them in 
hot water, and after lap them foꝛth to cule al a night thzangh 
abꝛode, in a cleare and calme night, and on the mozrow putte 
into a ſharpe bzine which will ſo kepe them freſh a long time. 
And nobo by all meanes aboue taught, vou mape kepe Cucũ⸗ 
bers and Gourdes freſh al the winter th: ough. And vou may 
beſtdes all theſe make your Gourdes laxative , and to purge 
the belly if that pon infuſe the ſcdesfo2 a dap and night;inthe 
licour made of Rubarbe, Scamony, Coloquintida, Agaticke, 
| andſſuch like purges. Andafter this, fowe the ſeedts in the 
earthe, in like oꝛder as befoꝛe was taught. And to make them 
|  pleaſaunt of taſt᷑ t ſmell, oꝛder the feds in the like ſozt, befoze 
th ge. as you wer taught in þother chapters gowns 
1 e 
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The Gourd is cold and moyſt in the ſecond degrec,and the ſedes 
do ſerue to the vie of medicine. and the Gor» de alſo is not to bee 
eaten raw, koz that the ſame is ſo vnſauery with meate. and tlere⸗ 
toe it ought the rather to be fodden, roſted, oꝛ frye d befoze the ca⸗ 
ting, as witeth Galen, And nowe the ſece des cicane picked from the 
vppcrikinne, and ſodden in barley water, and after ſtrayned and 
dzunke, doth heip the diſeaſes in the lyuer, the kydners and blad⸗ 
der, and the impoſtumes of the bꝛeaſt, and pzouokceth wine. and it 
a ſicke perſon (halt abhozre to dzinke of this water, then may you 
make a ſyꝛope of it with fuger, foz that the ſame ſo greatety pꝛoli⸗ 
tcth vnto ali agues. And toz the heate of the lyuer, take the iuyce 
of the peeces and meate of the Gourds, and temper the ſame wyth 
milke and vinegre, and afrer dipping alynnen cloth in the ſame, 
apply the lyuer without, and it much helpeth. and the Gourds alſo 
ought to be hanged vp and dꝛyed as afoze. was ſpecified, and the 
winter appꝛoching, the ſeebcs ought; hen to be taken fooꝛthe, and 
rubbed withſalt, that ſo the clatnmy humours may bee auoyded. 

Ind the kerncis aiſo oughte to be layde in a day place, tcaft the 
moyſure con upt the ſcedes. and the ſcedes may well be kepte fox 
thzce pearcs in good cfficacic. and the me ate and prece of the 
Gourd layde playſterwiſe to the toe part of the head of pong chy1= 
dꝛen, dothe fo rake away the inflamartion and greate heate of the 
bzayne and head. and the iuyce ofthe ſame anoynted on hote bur⸗ 
ning Goutes, doth aſſwage the but nung heate of the ſame, and alſo 
qualificth the inflamations of the eyes, and the iurce alſo pzefled 
out of the me ate of the Gourd, and the ſame dzoppedinto p earcs, 
doth aſſwage the burmng heate of thein, and vnto the ſame ve, it 
may cyther be appiycd alone, oꝛ eiſe mixed with oylt of Roſes, and 
ſo 1 * hote in the cares. and the ſame iuvte mired with the 
ople of Roſes, and ansrnting the ridge bone and loyncs with the 
ſame, dothe aſſwage the burning heate of the ague. and the lame 
doth alſo help the burning heate of that griefc, call. d the holy fire, 
and the aſhes made of the rindes of the Gourds, and ſtrau ed on the 
vlcers of the hamefaſt place, now growen vnto a tottenn⸗ llc, dothe 
not only cienſe but bzingeththem vnto a ſcarte: alſo the ad eg ſtra⸗ 
wed on a burning, doth maruellouſiy heaie the ſame, and the decec⸗ 
tion of the me ate of the Gout d, with a littic Honny and nyier, and 
that dzunke, doth loole gentiy the belly. and if ary making holowe 
the raw Gourd, doth after fili the ſame with wine, and ſetteth it a 
bꝛoade foz a ſpace, and that on the mozrow dʒinnet moderarely of 
it caſhing, it doth alſo gently looſe the beliy. and the raue mcate of 
the Gourd ſh2ed, and layde ylayſicrwiſe on ſwcliungs and hard ry- 
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tive, oughte to bee diſtilled togither wyth the ſecdes, and finely 
wiedde. Ind nowe the diſtilted water mixed wyth Suger, dothe 
ccaſte the thvzlte, helpcth the congh pzoceeding of a hote caule, and 
joſeth the belly. and the ſame water dzunke twice a day,foz twenty 
03 foztie dares togyther to the quantitie of thzec ounces at a time, 
doth helpe the ſone pf the kydneis. and in 1yke manner dzunke roz 
tenne days togythe , pz0uoketh vine and cienieth the raynes and 
bladder. And ther ame water alſo dꝛunke, dothe qualifie the bur⸗ 
ning of the ague. Thele hitherto of the pꝛoyerues of the Gourde ·

2 Nd firſte the Beane of E gipt, ought to be ſo wen oꝛ ſette 
in the moneth of Febzuarp, and iopeth alſo to growe in 
a moyſt place, fatte and watriſhe. And it ioveth beſides to 
come vp, among running ſpꝛings, but fo2 the qualitie of the 
grounde, it greatly foꝛteth not, ſo that the ſame be alwayes 
watered, as nerde dothe require. And it may in a manner 
beare continually leaues, if the ſame bee defended from the 
colde, by ſome little coner oz ſhedde, ſfandyng vnder all the 
Winter time. And nowe the place from whence the flippes 
of the molt plantes ber dayly flipped off from the ſfalkes, foꝛ 
the intent to be ſette agayne, wyll ſufficientiy inſtructe anye 
meane witted perſon, howe at times conueniente hee ſhou'de 
ſette thoſe agayne into the earthe. And where at this time, 
we doe omitte and ouerpaſſe ſundzye poſie and garlande 
floures, wyth herbes p2ofitable to be eaten, it is, foz that 
they require no other manner oꝛ diligence of dzeſſing and oꝛ⸗ 
dering, than the fozmer taught. Andmany alſo of theſe come 
vp of theyꝛ owne actoꝛde, ano ſundꝛye others, whyche de- 
lighte in the like o2der of planting and ſowing as the foz- 
mer. And therefoze let thys treatiſe nowe fauourably paſſe, 
which J meane hereafter to increaſe with ſundzy pleaſante 
floures, and p2ofitable herbes nerdefully to bee ſowen and ſet 
in the moſt gardens, 
And in the meane tyme lake fe2 a p2oper treatiſe (and 
that right pzofitable) of the moſt maruellous go | 
| | | vie 
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ve and commoditie of the hony Bees, whyche J adiopne to 
this treatiſe of Gardening, in that the ſame(after my iudge⸗ 
mente) ſemeth belonging to the matter of the Garden. And 
this J after my ſimple ſxvll, haue reduted and bꝛoughte into 
Englth, gathered firſt by a learned wꝛiter out of the woꝛks 
of the aunciente menne of Huſbandꝛv, and ſette koꝛthe, foꝛ a 
thꝛough inſtruction, and perfite furniture in a large Garden, 
And beſides theſe, foz the great pꝛoſit and healthfull com⸗ 
moditie to the body, both of the Bonny and Ware, 
whiche the Bees cunningly gather of the 
werte Floures of the Garden, And 
of this the Bees ought diligent- 
lve to bee placed and care⸗ 
fully cheriſhed in the 
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che vyhich may he ſer eyther vvith Time, or Hop,

Nd firſt thoſe Herbes, which ſerue fo; the 
only vſe of the pot, to be boiled with meat, 
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3 mly gathered, and that with p hiv plucked 
_——_ bꝛoken of, when they be come (as it wer)vntothepz ful 
growth, which be the Lettuce, the Endine, the Þuccozpe, the 
Beetes,the Arrach, the Clary, the15Bozage,Parigold leaues, 
the Parcely,Colewoztleaues,and ſuch like. But in the Win- 
ter tyme the ſtalkes be whollye cut vp, leauing then no ſtems 
behind, And beſids, in al theſe aboue rehearſed,ercept þ Parte⸗ 
lp, the Fennel, the @ange and certaine others, i that the ſtems 
oʒ ſtalkes after they be well come, be then bꝛoken of oz cut a- 
way, wil continue the longer time green. and without ſeeding. 
And when any would vſe any herbs hot af qualitie, then lette 
him rather gather the herbes freſhe and greene, then die thoſe 
bepng dzye,foz that the greene do leſſe heate, in that the moy- 
{ture of thoſe greene doth greatly mitigate the heate in them : 

and fo2 the only vſe of Sallets,gather pour herbes, being then 
very yong,and tender buds, extepte of theLettuce4 Endiue, 
which after the minde of the Gardners ente pleaſanter being 
grown vn to a whttcnelſe;than eaten ſo yong and greene. And 
now thoſe herbes (foz the die of medicine) ought rather to des 
hea tt Mi a" 
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their growth, and that befoze the colour of the floures beginne 
to change, t the ſædes ſoinewhat appeare. And this alſo ought 
to be dene, in a cleare and warme day, and that they have byn 
moyſtned with ſome floures falling foz two oz thʒæ dayes be⸗ 
foze , ſa that they ought not to be gathered when anyrarne, 
mopſture, oʒ wet dew is on them, noz being then dꝛy parched 
with the heate of the Dun, noꝛ in a rapnit t cloudp-dap:fo2 a⸗ 
ny of theſe, do much hinder the keeping anye time in their ver- 
tue Allo they ought to be gathered, when they be fut or iupce, 
and freſh, and that not the ſmaller oꝛ bigger are to be choſen, 
but the meaner and ſuch beſides whiche fall not to withering, 
And only the tender tops, the leaues and floures are to be ga⸗ 
thered,ed2yed in the ſhadow,tn a place open toward p Scuth, 
not being moyſt, and defended from the daft and ſmoke , And 
fo2 the better defending and pzeſeruing of them, to be put vp 
in bagscloſe bound at the mouth, e in boxes foz that vſe. 
And they alſo kepe their ſtrength and vertue,fo2 one whole 
pere, ſo that they are to be renued euerp yere, vnleſſe Þ herbes 
be gathered in ſuch a yeare, that the ſeaſon then ſhall be long 
Without raine, and that the ſommer felowing be verp moiſt, 
foz then map you rather vſe thoſe herbes,gathered in the dꝛye 
ſommer betoꝛe, than thoſe in the rainy pere folowing. And the 
floures foꝛ the vſe of medicine, ought then ts br gathered, whe 
as thep be in their greater foꝛte, and full open abzod, vnleſſe þ 
Lilly, the Flouredeluce,and Roſe, whiche ought rather to bee 
gathered, when as they be not wholly opened. And they ought 
in the like oꝛder to be dayed and layd vp, as aboue was taught 
of the herbes : and they laſt alſo fo2 a peare in their ſtrength £ 
vertu ; And they ought beſides,to be rented euery peare, like 
as was taught afoze of þ herbes. And ſeeds ought tobe gathe⸗ 
red, when they be thzougblaripe, and befo2e they ſhed oz fall 
of, and this alſo in a cleare and faire day.Alſo the fuller ſds, 
and not wzinckled and ſuch which kepe the perfit ſanour t taſt 
of the kind of the herb are rather to be gathered and kept, and 
dꝛyed in the like c6dition as the herbs,and put after into glaſ- 
ſes, oꝛ hanged vp in bags, and this in a dzye place, being 
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from mopſture. And the fruites of the plantes,are to be gathe⸗ 
red, when as they be intheir full ripeneſſe, and not befoze they 
beginne to fal of. 

And both the fuller and waightier are to be choſen, whiche 
ought after to be d2yed in the Sunne, oz in an Duen, by rea- 
ſon of the moyſture conteynedta them. And the rots are to be 
gathered in the apt places, and the beſt of euery kinde, & that 
the fruites be lately fallen of, and the leaues of the ſtems be⸗ 
gin ts ſhed of, and this in acleare day,foz that great rain doth . 
weaken them, and filleth them ful of moyſture. And the grea⸗ 
ter rotes may be kept foʒ two yeares, but the leſſer only foz a 
pere, it they be hanged vp to dꝛie in a ſhadowie place, and that 
from duſt and moe. And as touching the whole herbe togi- 
ther, the ſame ought to be gathered when it ſhall come vppe 
vnto the ful growth. And whatſoeuer are gathered in the de- 
creaſe 0z wayne of the Pane , be better to vſe,and will lon⸗ 
ger be kept, than thoſe which are gathered in the increaſe of 5 
Mone. And the wozthter herbes be thoſe and to greater effec, 
which kerpe their linely colour, ſcronger of ſauour, andmo2e 
apparant in taſt. Aud the Roſes and other floures gathered in 
a fapze and warme day do yelde a ſwæter diſtilled water, tha 
thoſe floures which be gathered in a wet cloudy day, and thys 
diſtilled water beſides laſteth longer and to better effec, than 
that other of the contrarie manner. And further learne , that 
from the foure and twenty dap of the moneth of Parche,vnto 
the 24. day of June, are the leaues of all maner of herbes moſf 
of ſtrength and vertue, and do eſpecially ſerne in that time, to 
the vſe of Pedicine. And from the 24.0aye, of the moneth of 
Jane,vnto the twenty foure of September, are the femmes 
and ſtalks in their ful frength and vertue, to the vſe of Pedi- 
cine. And from the twenty four day of the moneth of Septem- 
ber, unto the xxv. ol March againe, are the rotes of the moſte 
herbes in their ful ſtrength and vertue to be miniffred in me⸗ 
dicines. And here alſo learne,that the wilde hearbes are ſtron⸗ 
ger in vertue than be the Garden herbes, although the wilde 
be the lefſer in bignelle, accozding tg Pluue.

And the wilde herbes alſa growing on the billes and moun⸗ 


taines be farre {fronger in the effect than thoſe wilde growing 
in the plaine and lower grounde, And to conclude,all hearbes 
and ſerdes, which moze aptly ſerue to i̊ vſe of Medicine, ougbt 
rather to be kepte and hanged vppe in bagges, but the llout es 
cloſe ſtopped in narrow mouthed glaſſes, that the ſauoure ano 
ſtrength of the floures bzeath not fozth. Ano that theſe alſo be 
fet andhanged vp in ſhadowie places, fret from mopſture, and 


from the duſt and ſmoke , And the rotes which vou minde to 


kepe grexne are better reſerued and kept in light ſand, extepte 
they be {che rotes, whiche be rather kept dꝛyed, and are alſg 
better pzeſerued ina dzye and ſhadowie place, as aboue was 
taught. But the lerdes of the Leekes and Onions, and of cer⸗ 
tapne other herbes, be better kept in their huſkes than p moſt 
ſedes of the other herbes. And here againe learne the opinion 
of the wozthy Phiſttion Montagnana, in the gathering of the 
rotes,floures and fruttes ſerning tothe vſe of medicine, which 
affirmeth that the rotes ought not to be gathered vntil the fal 
of the leau es, and this eſpecially , from the miodle of the mo⸗ 
neth of September, vnto the beginning of Nouember , And 
the floures are to be gathered from the middle of the mo⸗ 
neth of Bay, vnto the beginning of Julp, and fruites 

ought to be gathered,accozding to the diuerſi⸗ 

| tie of times of the herbs.

Irft certain Beers as the ſkilfull pzactiſers do wzite, tand 
$ dap time at the mouthes of þ Hyues. diligentty loking 
to their 'buſineCe,ltke warders placed at the gates of a Caſtel, 
that they mape ſo defend in ſafegarde whom they will within: 
In the night time they ſetle thelelues to reſt vnto the moꝛning, 
vntil one ot them by humming twice oz thzice about, doeth lo. 
ſcyꝛre them fozward to ſlpe out after the other Foz if thep hap⸗ 
pen to k pe themſelues in the mozning within the Þyucs, the 
doth the lame dettare a tempeſt to inſue that daye.

buſineſle, as in diligetly laying vp, and aptly dzefſing the ſaute; 
as they wolo diſpoſe their kinvely fode.Such as be lugglih & 
not labouring they diligently note, which foz their luggiſhnes, 
they bitterly puniſh to death. 

And flying abꝛoade in a migbtye winde, they marueloullye 
cap and gupde themſelues, by waytng their bodyes down with 
little ſtones, caryed in their legges. They at the euening com ⸗ 
ming ts reſt. do make leſſe and leſſe noyſe in the hyue, vntill one 
ol them flytth about, which by a like oꝛder as he moued them 
fo:elvarde in the mozning , euen ſo bp the ſame noyſe and 
humming doth he pꝛecure them to take their reſt, and to be all 
filent within the hiue. Jfthe Bers happen to ſcatter in their ps 
ing abꝛoade, then do they tall and gather them togither into a 
(warme, by the helpe of making a ſhztll ſounde, eyther with pu 
oz baſon, oʒ other loude cymball. They al ſo followe their king 
whether ſoeuer he taketh his flight, who beyng wearie , and 
not further able to flie, they carrye hym betweene them, 

Wherfoze that the kirg may net often attempte fozth with 
the ſwarme,foz feare of loſing them, the ſkilful pꝛaaiſers wil, 
the wings of the kings be bꝛoken of. Mhiche feling hi-nſelfe 
thus dep2incdof his wings, will not aſter attempt to ſlye fozth 
of his boundcs, but remayning ſtill within, will ſo cauſe the o⸗ 
ther Bees to abide continually with him, not leaning the Nius 
at any time after, Chey alſohaue counſels pꝛiuilpy and rulers 
among them. 

And Ariſtotle declareth the Bees to be the clenlyeſt amongſt 
all other beaſtes,bycauſe in flying ab3oad, they ſhed then their 
dung from them, leaſte anye ſanour o2 ſtincke of their dung bs 
felte in their cotages oꝛ hoales:; Jf theſe want honny at anye 
—— n they epther kill, oz dzine m_ awap the dzons

95 hath not onlye committed hir lawes to bokes, the 
which men map lerne by,but hath eſpecially ſet fozth con⸗ 
ditions and pꝛoperties, as fo: an example of the lpke, by the 
bers, whoſe kings fo2 denbt of reuenging, haue by the pzouidece 
ok nature no ſtings. Whereby is to be vnderſtanded, that the 
kings ruling in power, thoꝛough the lacke of their ſtings mape 
be by that meanes the flower to hurt, and offer reuengemente. 
Pet ſome affirme- the kings to haue ſtings, but they ſuppoſe 
them not to vſe their ſtings. And of this Plume maketha doubt 
whether the king be armed as the other bers, oz lacketh aſting 
Which Columella putteth out of doubt, wziting of the king þ 
de hath no ing, vnlelſe any perhappes thinketh that big dead 
as it were, whiche the the king carrieth in his belly, to be his 
ſting, with the which at no time thep ble to ſting oz hurt anye. 
This king onlp do Bees reuerence, and honoz hum in ſuch ſozr, 
that any of them is obodient and very ready at his bidding, to 
do whatſoeuer he aſſigneth them vnto. Alſo this obedience and 
ſeruice whiche they ve to their king, thep do not the ſame foz 
frare of puniſhment, but enely of a lone which they owe vnto 
him, Pet they puniſh one another in fuch ſoꝛte, that after their 
tings be loſt, they dye fozthwith. Arittotle wziteth of two mas 
ner of kings the one as he affirmeth to be red, which he iudgeth 
the better, the other king black of colour, which he confeſleth to 
be lefler of body pet howſocner the kings be, they are notwith⸗ 
ſtanding far bigger of body, thů the honny bees t bane a bzigh- 
ter and godlier head the the other Bers, pet ſhozter wings. So 
$ their king created among them, goeth not any time fo2th of 5 
dine, without þ whole warm folo w him. The king flying faz h 
of the hiue at anye time, þ other folow him, in ſuch ſoꝛt, p eche 
couet to ſlie nert him, t ioveth to be ſen of Þ king in office, and 
wherſoeuer þ king ſettleth him oz reſteth, there be other Beers 


placed like ſtrbg holds 03 taſtels about him. Ibout king allo 
, be placed, 
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certaine rulers, which wayte vponhim by a dayly anchozitie, 
It anye happeneth, as wziteth Plinie, to bzeake of the kings 
right wing, then from the king will not the ſwarme after cc- 
parte, as the like was rehearſed afoze. Beſides theſe, the Beers 
haue a maruelous oꝛder among them, if their king happen to 
dic,foz then they ſhal bitterly mourne foz their king deade, and 
fo: the lache of another, as ſach whiche cannot be guided and 
ruled without a king among them, and of this they be in conti⸗ 
nuall moutning. So that foz the time, they carry no fade into 
they Pyues, noz fiye not fozth, but with a ſadde bewailyng 
and humming, after theyꝛ King, they heape thicke togyther 
abaute the deade body, and vnleſſe another King increaſeth by 
little and lyttle among them, they dye foz hunger. Theyz 
king laboureth not', but as the other flye fwzthe, bee in the 
meane tyme as an erhozter moueth and encouragethfoz- 
warde enerye one to hys wozke, by bis flying aboute in the

I this point,x foz true knowledge of theſe, doth M. Marro 
Aſeucribe thoſe Bees to be beſt, which be ſmall of body, and 
dtterſe and round, bycauſe they be earneft in labour, and make 
a thinne honny, and better endure labour, and gather their hon⸗ 
ny on hilles,but the woꝛſer Bees gather their hormy of the gar- 
den floures onlye, whiche be ſomewhat long of bodpe , lyke tg 
waſpes. Virgil doth eſpectally commend the (mall Bes,beyng 
ſomwhat long, light. and clenly in their buſineſſe;and gliſtering 
to golde. Ss that the greater and raunder Bee , is diſcommen⸗ 
ded of all w2iters. Althongh the fierce Bees are very ill, vet is 
their pꝛeſulneſſe, a note ot the better Bes, whiche may eaſily 
be appeaſed, by the daylye haunting among them, fo2 il the ke⸗ 
pers do often handle the Hynes, then do they become gentle in 


The Bees allo endure ff they be diligently loked bnto, fog 
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the ſpace ol ten peares, and beponde this age no ſwarme can 
paſſe, althoughe the keepers ſupplye the Þpues ycarelye with 
pong Bees, iu the ſteade of the olde deade,foz inthe tenth pere, 
in a manner, ol the generall death of them, the vniucrſall kinde 
of the whole Þyuc is then conſumed. And thercfoze, that thys 
mape not happen thzoughe all the Hyues in that place you 
muſt alwayes increaſe your Hynes with pong Bees, which di⸗ 
ligently Hyue in the ſpzingtime , oz beguming of Sommer,

Riſtotle willeth the Hiues of Bes in the winter time to be 
laced in a warme place, and in the hotte ſeaſon of Som⸗ 
mer, in a colde place. Palladius Rutilius in his firfte Boke of 
buſbandzie teacheth that the fitteſt place fo2 bers, is that, wbi- 
che is in a Garden, not farre 02 rather neare to the owners 
houſe, which by that meanes fufferethnat the windes, noz the 
acceſſe of thæues 02 beaſtes. | 
TWbich alſo nouriſheth Tres growing on the Hozthfive of 
the place, the better to defend the cold ayze from them, ecleare 
ſpzings oz faire riuer water running by.Columella willeth the 
Hiues to be let open taward the ſouth, far from noyſe, i haunte 
at people and beaſtes, neyther in a hote nozcolde place, fo2 eps 
ther ol theſe de moleſt and harme the bees. Alſo that the hyues 
Tande in the bottome of a valley, oz if not ſo poſſible, then plas 
cedaeare to the valley, the better and eaffer foz the Bars ta 
Nins their fode gathered to their hiues, and in anye caſe farve 
from ſtincking puddels,ditches dung-heapes , and ſach like fil- 
thy ſtinckes, which greatly annoye and endamage the bees be- 
pngneare hande to their biues,M. Varro wiiting in his ſecond 
boke vntoa of the countrep', willeth hir allo to ſet the 
Hiues claſe to hir houſe, and vnder ſome ſhed, e that far from þ 
noyſe of fozmes, whiche is mente from a groue 02 wod, leaſte 
though the wadde oz grone neare hande,the ſame may giue a 
ſounding nope, like to that whiche men commonlpe name the 


Eccbo, whiche lounde in verpe deede the Bees do greatly hate. 


Virgil willeth baſhie trees to be planted and ſtand right befoze 
thetr bines;like as the Peare tri is, the each trie, the Oake 
tree, many kyndes of Apple tries, the birche trie, Holy trie, the 
Aux tre allo, not allowed foz his godneſſe, but bycauſe f fame 
giueth out mache honny;and al other tres which bearens bit 
ter floures. And he willeth theſe plantes and hearbes to grow

be made of the barkes and light cozke of trees, bicauſe they 

be neither to colde in the Minter time, noꝛ to hote inthe Som⸗ 
mer. And of this, thoſe Hiues whiche be w2oughte and made of 
the ſmall Oſier 0z Millow tree, oz ot the Uine ſtickes knit tas 
gither, oꝛ Canes cleft in the middes(whiche be of like condition 
to the barke) wꝛoughte c'oſe togither, and ſtopped cloſe aboute 
wyth flockes and clay, tempered tagither with water and ſalte, 
may aptiy ſerve, if pon will. But if neither of thoſe faſhioned 
Hines like vou, then may pou make the Hines of the wodoe af 
a hallowe'tre, oꝛ of light bourdes made ſquare; and ſtowpyng 
ſomewhat afoꝛe. Che woꝛſte Hines be thoſe, which be made ol 
turfes 02 earth, bycauſe they be ouer hote in the Sommer and 
auer colde in the M inter. There be other two kinds of hines, 
as the out made of dꝛie hard Cow dung, and the other of tiles. 
Ot whiche the one doth Cellus rightly tondenme, bytauſe the 
ſame is ſo lightly burned,and the other he atlvweth, althoughs

He keeper of Bees which mindeth to handle and loke into "i | 
ines, ought the day befoze to refraine the veneriall age, 1 
not a perſon fearefull,noz comming ts the hiue with vnwaſhed 
bandes and face- And ene that oughte to refraine in a manner 
from all ſmelling meates,poudered meates,fryed meates, and 
all other meats that doe ſtinke, like as the Leekes,the Onions, 
the Garlike,and ſuche like, whiche the Bes greatlye abhozre, 
' Beſides, to be then werte of body, and clenly in apparell, min- 
ding to come to their hiues, foz in all clenlineſſe and (wetneſſe 
the Bees are muche delighted. Howe thus pꝛepared a in a rea- 
dinelle open þ hiues firſt of the Bees, about the. viij.oꝛ r. day of 
Apꝛill, being then a cleare + warme dap, t purge the hines cf all 
ſuch filth which be gathered in them all the winter befo2e, like 
as Spiders webs, which oughte eſpecially to be wiped awape, 
bicauſe they co2rupt the combes,not with hands, but wa goſe 
wing, the ſame ought to be done, = that, the Hive oughte * 
d. i. e 
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be ſmaaked with Dre oz Cowe dung, foz in that (as it were, by 
an affinitie of thekinde)do the Bes greatly delight. The littls 
wozmes alſo, whiche ſome name Maggots, that bꝛerde in the 
tombes, thꝛoughe the blowing of the Butterflies , and alſo the 
Butter-fipcs ought to be killed and purged oute of the hiue. It 
the combes happen to fall thzoughe infection 02 cozruption in 
them, then make a ſmoake with the dzie dung and marowe of 
an Dre oꝛ Cowe mired togither, that the ſauour may go vppe 
to them, whiche foz that time will cure the weake combes, 
ſtrengthen the Beers, ꝛcauſe the to wozke the luſtier afterward, 
And from the beginning of Map, vnto the laſt of Jane, phines 
ought then to be diligently loked vnto, that the pong warmes 
five not away. Alſo from the tenth of June, vnto the tenth ol 
Aaguft, the hiues onght to be openednow 2 then,t tobe ſmoke d 
with ſuch like as afo2e is taught. Whiche althoughe it be grie⸗ 
nous foz the time to Bes, pet the ſame is very pzofftable, and 
ſtrengthneth them.

Pcauſe the bopttcroutneſle of the ap2e doth ſometimes 

conſtraiae the Bars to abyde in their hines,andthat they 
may not only f&de of Honnp, but at the ryſing of the conſtella⸗ 
tion (named Vergiliæ) they mape be fed and cheriſhed, and the 
lame done in this manner without greate colt. As fixſte,if you 
take the number of ten figges, lathing them in — ol 
fayꝛe tonduite 02 ſpzing water, vnto a pynte waſted, whyth al⸗ 
ter ſet the one ſide of the hine within, laying many ſmal ſtickes 
a croſſe ouer p Lycour, that thoſe map ſerue inſtead of bzidgs, 
the a; ter fo them to dzinke of the Licqur , without dzowning 
inthe lame. Others wyll to (xth Honnp and water tegitber , & 
the ſame to be psured into dichesſet at the one ſire ot the Hine, 
in the whiche they will to put fine carded wall, that the Bors 
mape the better dꝛincke now and then, and be not cloyed with 
to much dzinking ol the ll aur, by lighting into it. Others take 
figs t raus beating the togither, and alter bopling them inthe 
twæte lycour named Cuyte,thep poute into diſhes, coueringß 
ſame with Oaten ſtrawes acroſſe. Others alſo will to take a 
little Bonp, putting into the ſame a fewe Date coznes,that the 
Bes lighting on them, map ſo kepe their wings from wetting 
in the licour. Now all theſe meanes may well fuffiſe to cheriſh 
and fed the bers in the Winter time, lacking then fade, bepng 
ſet neare to the mouthes of the Hines.

Alſo theſe kinds 
of fleſh oꝛdered as aboue ſayde)may well ſerue the Bers in an⸗ 
other dzie Sommer, when as the moſt floures are then faded 
oz quite gone away. Here note, that inthe Spzing andSbmcr 
time;the bee-hiues ought to be loked vnto thzice in the moneth, 
gentiy imoking the Bes, to clenſe the Hines of al maner filth, 
and to kozth the wozmes, Alſo Menecrates willeth the 
keper of Bees, to kill the king blacke of colour, whiche by hys 
malice diſquieteth the other king, and coꝛrupteth the Þiue , in 
that be flieth out alone,o2 with a company of p bees folowing. 
Do by that meanes(as Virgil wꝛiteth)chall the battel of Bees 
be ſtayed. Palladius wiiteth, that the ſwarmes be increaſed in 
the moneth of May, and that in the outmoſtſives of the combes 
be the dzone Bees bzed, which ought to be killed, inthat thoſe 
do muche diſquiet the reſt of the warme. The Butterflies alſo 
do abounde, which he willeth diligently to kill,foz their greate 
amnopaunte ta the honny.Bes. 

About the beginning of ouember onght the Hynes then 
to be cleared of their filth, ſo that al the Winter following they 
map neyther be remonednoz opened. And this may not be done 
but in a warme ſunny daye, the coinbes maye not be touched 
with hands,but with the feathers of a ſtiſfe goſe wing, oꝛ ſuch 
bigge foule.After that to foppe the chinkes round about wyth 
Dre dung and clay finely laboured togither, and to lay ſfrawe 
thicke ouer the toppes of the Hines , the better to defende the

heapes andſwarmes of the Bees, (ltke as valiaurte Capps 
taines are wont to do in the time of a battell)with tyeic gliſte⸗ 
ring wings and beakes,beating downe of the \w-rives, here c 
there and on eche ſide of then ol both partes. Sc that of them- 
ſelues not giuyng oner this eager battell, untill the one part be 
fozced to turne the backe to the other, and five away with expe⸗ 
dition. Thertoꝛe þ this doubtful battel in the meane time may 
beceaſed and quieted betwene them, the wiſe pꝛadiſers wpll 
that the keper of Bees, do ſtape and appeaſe this bꝛople of thf, 
by the caſting of fine earth auer the Bers, whiles they be thus 
fighting, which(as the wiſe aFirme)of experience doth fozthe- 
with pacifie the great ſtomackes and courages of both partes. 
But if this auapleth not, then withhonny and water lodten to⸗ 
gither, oz rapſons in like ozder,oz with any other w te litour 
ſpꝛinckled on them, is their furie appeaſed, whiche doth as it 
were with the pleaſaunt ſweteneſſe, quiet the irefulneſſe of þ 
warriours, and wyth the ſame inthis controneefic they are 
marueloufly appeaſed. J*neyther of theſe remedies do pet pꝛe⸗ 
vaile, then let the keper marke dili zentlye thoſe Bees whyche 
fyghte in the fronte, and bee moſte eager Capytaines, that 
Hee mape kill them with erpedition, foz by that meanes, and 
with the other remedies aboue taughte ,' maye the battels and 
fight of the wariours be thzoughly ceaſed. + 

Nov alter the Bees are thus quieted, and the ſwarme ſet⸗ 
ted rounde on ſome grene dowe nexte handen, then marke 
whether the whole warme hangeth downe like a clu-

Bes ought not to be gelded,befoze you will confiver and ſ& 
whether they be rype , vato the comming of the true Honny, 
whpche in a manner (as hee teacheth) commeth to vſe in the 
moneth of June, oz as others affirme, in the ende of Auguſte, 
vnto the midle of September. 

Now there be certaine notes and tekens, by whych we trye 
and fynde out the ripeneſſe of them, whiche be theſe, firfte if the 
biacs be ful, then do the Honny Bees dꝛiue fozth the pdle dꝛone 
Bees out of the Hiues, and there is alſo hearde within a ſmall

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the combs, as they were hollow buildings, do receſue a ſound 
t noiſe, pꝛocured then bigger, ſo that when there is hearde a 
big t hoarſe ſound of y hüming of them, then is it not yet met F 
to geld p combs, Varro waiteth, Þ it is th time to gelde hiues, ;

Firſtethe learned Iſidore witeth , the honny to be or the 
deawe of ſome lyquide matter, and affy2meth alſo the ſame to 
be founde lometunes in the leaues of the greate Canes. To 
whiche in a manner doth Publius Maro agre in this ver ſe, 
wziting, that hitherto the heauenlye giftes are of the Aereall 
donny.Dthers teach the honny in India and Arabia, to be like 
to ſalte gathered there on the leaues of trees, Others do doubt 
whether the honny be a ſweat from heauen, oz ac:rtaine ſpit- 
tle of the ſtartes, 02 a iuyte of the aire purging it ſelfe. But 
whatſocuer ſubſtance the ſame is, vet is it a moſte wæte, ſub⸗ 
till. and healthfull jupce,as Plinie witneſſeth, which at the firſf 
gathering of it, is asa cleate water, but after the boyling a 
while, and purging of it ſelfe, as the newe wine (after the pꝛel⸗ 
ſing fo2th) is wonte to do, doth by the twenty dap after come

The combs bzuſev togither, 
ought to be put into a cleane pꝛelle, deing vet warme, and new 
gathered out ot the Hyues the ſane dap, whiche lette ipe there, 
vntil the honp by little and little be run foꝛth, oꝛ rather foz the 
moze expedition, pzefſed fozthe with a heauy waighte, ano the 
ſame which is then come fozth,is very faire rawe hony. After 
that the horny with the ware muſte be boyled togither , as 
hereafter ſhall be taught. 

Nowe when the combes be thus bzuſed togither, and the 
pong Bees killed and caſt fozth, then muſt pou make poure ho- 
ny in this maner. As ſirſt in the Poneth of Septẽ ber oz Odo⸗ 
ber, take p; heauter and older hiues, which are of two oz thꝛæ 
peares olde, and not hauing bzed warmes in the Sommer be- 
foze:and that ouer ſmoke and flame of ſtrawe, dʒie flare,s2 yel- 
lowe Bꝛimſtone, the hine a little whiles be holden, that the 
Bees may ſs ſlie vppe to the toppe of the hine, 02 elſe luche re- 
maining belowburne their wings, 
After that,turne downe the head of the hine on the ground, 
and with a ſharpe knife cutte the crofſed ſtickes aſumer in the 
Hine, oz plucke tht᷑ fozth with your hand. Foz by that meanes 
are the combes wel bzuſed togither, and the Bes either killed 
with the fall of them, oz elſe fiyc away. After this putte all the 
combes on a heape, being gathered oute of the hines here and 
there into a pꝛeſſe, leaning ſomewhat on the one fide, but ſome 
put þ combs into a wine baſket made of ſmal willow oꝛ Oſier 
Cickes finely knitteand wzoughte togither, that hanged vppe 
ina darke plate, the Bonny maye runne tho;onghe by little 
and little from it. Alter that the honny hathe thus runne 
fozthe into a cleane earthen panne 02 boll ſtanding vnder it, 


then the ſame after poure into an ay potte, 03 pottes, — 
2 
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ing as yet tawe honny, but clearer ano better than the other li- 
cour of the hony, Which, foz certaine daies let ſtand open, that 
the {weete licoꝛ may thzoughly cole,and the ſame in ibe mean 
whites often ſkimme oꝛ purge with a ſpone. owe alter this, 
the fine peces 02 crummes of the combes, which pet remaine 
in the bagge of wicker, 02 wine balket, oz pzefſe, putte into an 
carthen pptte, panne, o2 kettle,oner a verye ſofte ſire, that the 
ſame may heate without bopling, and alwayes keepe youre 
hande in the vcflcll, to ſtirre ſtill aboute hither and thither the 
honny and ware, and to open alſo the ware by pece meale vn- 
till the honny and not the ware, ſhall be thzoughlye molten. 
When the honny thꝛough the heate, beginneth a little to pꝛicke 
the hande, then poure all the whole Paſle oz ſubſtaunce into a 
ſcrayner, and putting the ſame in a pꝛeſſe made fo2 the onelpe 
purpoſe, wing it harde about, yet it maketh no great matter, 
if that ſame be not ſo earneſtly wꝛinged oz pꝛeſſed out , that 
none ofthe Bonny remaine pet with the Ware, ſ&ing that 
the Honny and Ware haue effects in ſome cauſes alike, Now 
this Horny whiche is thus runne fozth, is named the Bodden 
Honny, whyche oughte in like manner to be poured into ear- 
then pots, and to ſtande open fo2 certaine dapes, ſkimming it 
daply with a ſpone, vntill it be thzoughe colde. The nobler 
02 wozthter Honnp is that which runneth oute in a manner of 
the owne acco2de, befozethe ſecond pzeſſing out of the combs. 
And mixe not of this ſeconde Bonny with the firlke, but keepe 
them diligentlye aparte, leaſte by mix ing the firſte to the ſe- 
conde , vou make the beſte (being the firſte) the woꝛſer. After 
all this thus handled , the ſame whiche pet remaineth in the 
ſtrainer, waſh diligetly with Conduit oz faire Spzing water, 
that yon may ſo haue the Pulſe oz hony water, ef which being 
ſodden and diligently kimmed (as of this hereafter ſhall be 


— taught) is the Pulſe made, that ſerneth to manye gad 
es.

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2 Countries doe excell in the perfecte godneſſe of 
Honnp, like as the famous Attica of Greece, which foz the 
excellencie of the Bonny is hadde in great reputation thzough- 
dut the wozld, Hybla alſo e Hymetus being/hilles of the ſanie 
Countrie, which the deceiuers applie to Bonny, that the ſame 
mape both be named Hymetus and Hyblcus Bonnp, Creta, 
Cyprus and Affrica, as in godneſſe they are notable oz wozthy, 
ſo the abundant oz maruellous plentie of the Honny is there 
commended. Alſo the newneſſe of Bonny is likewiſe commen- 
ded,as the auntientneſſe of wines, but the Þpzing and Som⸗ 
mer Yonny.,eſpecially if the veſſcll oz hiue ſtande ina valley 
oʒ bottome, and doeth excell in the waight of hande . But the 
honny gathered of bitter hearbes is counted vnpꝛoſitable, as 
the ſame Honny which the Bees gather in the country of Pon⸗ 
tus, where the Bers onely gather their honnyof the Moꝛme⸗ 
wode. The white in all Countries is better eſteemed than the 
blacke, but the beſte honny is that whiche is very cleare, of a 
golden colour, of a moſte pleaſaunt and ſwete taſte, cleauyng 
ſomewhat to the fingers in the handlyng, and but little ſtitfe⸗ 
ning oꝛ waxing hard togither. And that the honnp in the pou⸗ 
ring fozth, doth ſtraightway bꝛeake here and there, and ſquir- 
teth oz ſpꝛinckleth (ſodainely as it were) ſundzie dꝛoppes a- 
b2oad, which being on thys wiſe, Plinie teacheth to be the tri⸗ 
all and ſure note of a god and p;ofitable honny,

C ſo much fo2ceth to vnderſtande and know, what maner 
Je fode þ ſame is, with the which þ Bees do liue, as pᷣ pov⸗ 
oned hony alſo, that may be gathered by them, whether it be e⸗ 
uill oz venomous , Foz the yore Heraclea in the Coun 
| | u, trep 


* 
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trep ol Pontus,hath bin foz certaine peares, very dangerous, 
eſpectallp thzovugbe a certaine hearbe growing white, whiche 
alſo vereth their cattell by eating therof, named of the dwel- 
ters there, Aegellothron. But by theſe notes is that Bonnye 
founde out and tried to be venomous, as firfte, that the ſame 
is not thicke at all, the colour bzighter oz moze aliſtering, and 
bath a ſtrong ſaugur, mouing fozthwith often (neſing , and is 
alſo waightier. Alſo ſuch perſons, as taſte ſomewhat there- 
of, doe couct to lie 02 fall haſtily on the earth, ſæ king fo2 colde⸗ 
nelle, and be all on a ſweate, ſo that in ſodaine daungers, muſte 
ſome ſperdy helpes oꝛ remedies be miniſtred, like as the olde 
Pulle of the beſt hony, and herb Grace, 02 other like confeai- 
ons, be often miniltred to ſuche perſons, There is allo another 
kind of venomous hony, in the boꝛder of the country of Potus, 
that foʒ þ madneſſe which it engendereth,is. named of the peo⸗ 
ple Ncono menon:the ſame hony is ſuppoſed to be gathered of 
the floure Rhododendros, whiche groweth plentiethere in the 
woddes. Plinic wziteth of a maruelleus honny to be in Creta, 
fo2 that in Carina being a hill of that Countrey, he affirmeth 
a honny to be gathered, whiche the flies wil not touch, and ſup⸗ 


poſed alſo to be a ſingular Vonny,foz the compoſition of enery 
medicine, |

Md men in Italy pꝛepare and make their medicines whi- 

che they purpoſe to ktepe long, with honny, ſo that honnp 
pꝛeſerueth every thing from putrifytng, which you would haue 
in fafcty,and to continue foꝛ a ſeaſd, thzongh his clammineſle, 
And of this, auntient men did enbalme bodyes of the deade, 
which they would haue pzeſerned, and to continue ſound with- 
out coꝛrupting many yeres, with honp only, and the ſame they 
alſo ſmeared within the tombes oz ſepulchzes of the deade,foz 


the longer keeping of bodyes . The ſelfe ſame wziteth the 
learned r of ß body of Alexander, which was likewiſe 


embaul- 
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embaulmed with Hony. And not vnlike to this wziteth Plinic, 
in the xrij. boke, and xxiiij. Chapter of his Hiſtoꝛies, of ſundꝛye 
dead bodyes alſo embaulmed w hony. Which in another place 
alſo of his Hiftozies wꝛiteth by Claudius Cæſar, that bzought 
a monſter out of Egipt into his countrep, whiche was alſo em⸗ 
baulmed with Honny. Ahanzus alſo wꝛiteth, that bodies ſub⸗ 
iect to ſickeneſſes, maye both be kept free from ſickneſſes, and 
from cozrupting a long time, thzongh the often ſmearing and 
annoynting of Honnp ouer all the bodie , As the like w2yters 
repozt,that the Iſle of Corlſica,sz Corſe do, whiche line a long 
time 


"The Macrobians being a people in Affricke, named alſo 
Meerein, doe line a long time, as certaine authours wzite, by⸗ 


cauſe with the meate of Honny, whyche is plentie with them, 
they daylp be fed, and vſe continually, Some affirme that De- 


mocritus which recreated by Honny, with the only bꝛeath and 


ſanour of the Honnye made hote, lined (as they wzite) vnto a 
hundzed nine yeares . Ariſtoxenus wziteth , that the table of 
Pythagoras was dayly furniſhed with only bzeade and honny, 
and pet lined vnto ß foureſcoze and ten peres of the Philoſopher 
Heraclides , The Honnys alſo is founde to auayle againſt ſur- 
fettes and of this accompted amongſt the medicines putting 
awaye dzunkenneſe , And of this it is no maruel, that ſuche 
thzoughlye ſkilfull in Phiſicke , when anye be onercloped oz 
filled with Wine, do counſell fir ſte to emptie their ſtomackes 
by vomityng, and after againſt the fo:ce of the fume euapo⸗ 
rating of the remnaunt of the Wine yet remayning, they gfug 
to them Honny ſpꝛeade gn bꝛeade, as it were by putting backe 
the euill, that it maye ſo remedie and putte awaye the groſſe 


tum.

Irſte the white Honype is to be vſed in coling Medieines, 
but the ycalowe in heating medicines:alſo the nature and

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pꝛopertie of honny,is to clenſe and open, 1 to expel humozs. 
Therekoꝛze it is pzofitably appipedin filthy vicers, veing bop- 
led and annoynted vpon. It cloſeth alſo loſe and gaping fleſhe. 
thzough his wholeneſſe. Allo with Liquid Alume 4 houny ſod⸗ 
den togither, are Ning woꝛmes, and coznes oz {weliing of the 
fzte healed, hy annoynting therewith. Agamlt the vacertaing 
ſoundings and noyſe of the eares,and grieuous pains of them, 
the hony grounded with that ſalte digged out of the earth, and 

dꝛopped warme into the eares:the ſelfe ſame killeth both nits 
and lyce, by only annointing the heade therwith. Alſo the hony 
purgeth the eyes dimme of ſight, healeth the ſwellings, aud os 
ther defaultes and griefes of the tawes, the ſwellings andker- 
nels vnder the iawes, neare to the thꝛote, after the pꝛeparing 
to vſe,the ſame be gargelled in the thꝛoate, and the mouth wa⸗ 
ſhcd therewith. The honie eaten cauſeth vꝛyne, helpeth p cough 
(being cleane ſkimmed befoze) and the byte of a Snake oꝛ Ad- 
der. The hony alſo helpeth thoſe which haue dzunke vnwares 
the iupce of blacke Poppie, ſo that againſte the ſame euill and 
daunger thep dꝛinke roſed honny warme. Alſo the ſame dzunke 
helpeth the malice and daunger of Puſh2omes eaten. and the 
byteof a madde dogge, oz otherwiſe melting in the mouth, af- 
ter the koꝛme of an Eclegma.Yet all the ſoꝛtes of rawe Honny 
be windie and (well the bodie, moning a rumbling oz noyſe in 
the belly, pꝛoturing p cough, eaſily couerted into cuil humozs, 
ſfopping the liuer and the milt thzough the clammineſle , and 
burtfull to chollericke bodies, if ſo be the honny befoze (as Di- 
oſcotides waiteth)be not thzoughly ſkimmed and clenſed as the 
ſame ought to be. The honny alſo boyled doth better nouriſhe 
than therawe,ypet leſſe mouing the belly to ſolubleneſſe, and to 
the ſtwle. And the honny of it ſelfe , oꝛ mixed with others, hel⸗ 
peth the ſoze in the lungs, and all other diſeaſes of the lungs. 
The honny is rightly miniſtred to ſuch as haue the impoſtume 
in the lungs and the plureſie. And the hony in which dead Beers 
are, is applped to the venemous honny. The hony d2unke with 
wine helpeth the cozruptivs which are engendzed ol the meate

fitable,therfoze verie ſitte foz olde perſor s, as Galen affirmeth. 
And to perſons being twentie peares of age, and of an vatem- 
pet ate hotenelle, oz others hote of qualitte, the honny to them 
is hurteſull, bycauſe it is ſone conuerted into choller in them. 
Democritus was on a time aſaed, by what meanes men might 
both continue in perfite health, and line vnto very old peares, to 
which he thus anſwered: if ſo be men annomt their bodies out- 
warde with Ople, and apply their bodies in warde with honnp. 
Further honny p2ofiteth weake perſons, being applyed as the 
Bulle water, ot which ſhal after be taught in the next chapter. 
fo perſons cold of nature, the honie may aptly be miniſtred in 
hote bꝛoth, but to hote perſons miniſtred in warme bꝛothe, the 
honie is not rightly giuen The honny mixed with Camphora, 
t lping to ſettle th2& dayes befoꝛe, with the which annointing 
the face, doth ſperdily clenſe the ſpots in the face:the ſelf ſame 
doth the honie, mixed with the gall of an Oxe. The pure white 
honie clenſeth the bꝛeaſt, ſoktneth Jmpoſtumes, being as well 
without, as within the bodie. The hony alſo mundifyeth, ope- 
neth the ſtoppings of the Liner ano Pylte, helpeth dꝛopſie bo- 
dies, and ſfrengthneth weake members. The Aromaticke 
honny much auayleth in ſundꝛie diſeaſes,being thus pꝛepared, 
as the pure redde Roſe leaues finely clipped, and after boyled

S the * of Pollio the Romaine vnto Auguſtus 
Emperdur, we may euidently learn, that the Pulle made 
ol honx, is healthfull dzinke in ſtrengthning the bodie. Foz Au- 
gultus on a time demaunded of him by what meanes a man 
might line to great peares, and all that ſeaſon fre from ſicke- 
nelles, to whome he thus aunſwered , that applying the Pulſe 
water within, and annoynting Ople without the bodye , doeth 
Wozke the like. The Palſe truly is a dzinke made of water and 
bony mired togither, which þ Greeks pꝛoperly name Melicrate, 
t ſome Hydtomel, as the dzinke made with wine vnlapde, oz 
without water, and honp, they aptly name Oenomel. Row the 
Bulle water dꝛunke, doeth caſe the pallage of winde 92 bzeath, 
ſoftneth the belly, and the long time of oldeneſſe changeth it in⸗ 
to the kinde of Wine, moſte agreeable and pzofpting the Sto⸗ 
macke:but the lame contrary to the @ynowes , pet it recoue- 
reth the appetite loſt, and is a defence] againſt the dangerous 
dꝛinke of Henbane it it be miniſtred with Aſſes milde. Thys 
dziuke truely ( Aegineta wzpting therof)is thus made: let eight 
times ſo muche water be mixed vnto pour Yonnye pꝛepared, 
whyche boyle oꝛ ſeth ſo long, vntill no moge fome arpſeth to 
be ſkymmed off , then taking it from the tyꝛe, pꝛeſerue it to 
youre ble.

O make this ſingular and pꝛet ious water, you muff take 
two poundes of the pureſt white honie, being both cleare 
and pleaſaunt in taſte, whiche put into a body of glaſſe, being 
ſo bigge , that foure of the flue partes of it mape remapns 
emptie , the ſame lute ſfronglye aboute , ſetting the heade 
— on it , and a recepuer aptelpe to the noſe of the 

When yon haue thus done, then make a gentle kyꝛe at 
the firſte vnder it, but after increaſe the fire oz heate moze 
and mo2e, vntill certaine white ſmoakes appeare in the head 
of the glaſſe bodye , whiche do you wozkemanlye cole and 
turne into water „ by the wettyng of lynnen clothes 
in colde water, and layed on the heade andnoſe, towarde 
the receiuer,foz that turneth into a water ſo red as bloud ; and 
Gg. i. being 
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being all come, putte it into another glaſſe, ſtopping the mouth 
cloſe, whiche let ſtande ſo long, vntil the water become verpe 
cleare, and in toloure to the Nubie. 

N9w being on this wiſe, diſtill the ſame againe in Balneo 
Mariæ, and ſa often repeate this, vntill pou haue diſtilled it 
ſire oz ſeauen times ouer, that the coloure be chaunged, and in 
the ende, to the coloure of golde - Whiche then is moſte plea⸗ 
ſaunt of ſauoure,and ſo ſweete, that nothing maye be compared 
like to it, in flagrantneſſe of ſmell. The Nuinteſſence doeth diſ⸗ 
ſolue golde,pzepareth it apte to be dzunke, and any Jewell put 
into the water, it doth alſo difſolne the ſame.Alſo this is named 
the Bleſſed Water, in that giuing to any two oz thz&e dzams 
to dzinke, being at the point of death, doth ſo ſodainely reconer 
the perſon againe,as doeth the Nuinteſſence of wine.

This ought to be confidered ol all Graffers and Planters, 
ò pe muſt giue a competent ſpace from ane tre vnto another, 
when as pe make the holes to ſette them in, not to nighe, noz 
that one tree touche ſo another. Foꝛ a god tree planted oz ſette 
well at large, it p2ofitetb ofteniimes mgze of fruite, than thꝛeæ 
oz foure trees lette to nigh togither. The moſte greateſt and 
largeſt trees commonly are Walnuttes and Chelnuttes, it pe 
plant them ſeuerally in rancke, as they do commonly growe 
vpon high wapes, beſide hedges in ſieldes, they muſt be ſette 
fine and thirtie fote aſunder one from another, oz therabouts, 
but if ye wil plant many rancks in one place togither, ve muſt 
ſet them the ſpace of. xl ſote onefrd another oz therabouts, 
and ſo farre pe mult ſet pour anckes one from an other. #03 
the Peare tres, and Apple trees, other ſoꝛtes of trees, whiche 
-map be ſetol this largenelle one from the other, if ye doe plant 
only in rankes by hedges, in the fields, 02 otherwiſe, it ſhall be 
ſufficient of.rr;fat one from another.

Hou to trimme your Graſſes. 


Pe may graffe pour graffes ful as long as two oꝛ thꝛæ trids 
chions oz cutte graffes, whiche ye may likewiſe graffe with all 
very well, and be as god as thoſe which do come of olde wad, * 
and oftentimes better, as to graffe a bough,fo2 often it ſo hap- 
peneth, a man ſhall finde of oylets o2 eycs harde by the olde 
flender wad , pet better it were to cut them off with the olde 
wo, and choſe a better and a favꝛe place, at ſome other eye in 
the ſame graffe,and to make pour incifis there vader, as afo2e- 
ſapde , and cut your graffes in making the inciſion on the one 
Me narrow. and on the other ſide bond, as the iner ſide thin, 
and the outſide thicke, bicauſe the outſide (of your graffe)mult , 
topne within the cleft, with the ſap oꝛ barke ofthe wilde ſtock,” 
and it ſhall ſo be ſet in: ſ& alſo that pe cut it ſmoth as youre 
cleftes are in the ſtocke, in fopning at euerp place both enen : 
cloſe, and eſpecially the iofotes oʒ comers ofthe graffes on the 
head of the ſfocke, which muſt be wel andcleane pared befoze, 
and then ſet falt thereon. 
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How tograffe Vines 1 


If bon wilt hane a vine grow ona Cberris r@,amd dans: 
the taſte of Cherries,ſet a Wine by a Cherrie tre till it grow, 
and in the beginning of Feuerell what time it be, make a hole 
thzough the Cherrie trie, in what place thou wilt, and as oft 
as thou wilt, and dzawe thzough the hole a bzanch-of the vine, 
ſo that it ill the bole,and ſhave away the elde bark of þ Wine, 
as much as ſhall be in the hole, And put it in ſa that the ſhauen 
place of the bzanch ſtoppe full the hole of the Cherrie tre, and 
then cut away the rotten ende of the Uine, and wzap it wel a⸗ 
bout with god Earth,and binde it well with a little cloth, and 
kepe it well in all things in other graffings, but ſome men 
leaue the rote ende vncut a peare , till it be ſowzed with the 
Cherrie tree, and then cut it awaye,and this is a god manner 
and a ſure, and ſo it may be done with dinerſe tries of dinerſe 
fruttes,and the Grape and the Uine ſhal have ſanour of them:
